In 
no case has a name been removed 
without a letter being sent to the per- 
s@: advising him or her of what was 
This precaution 
was taken in order to avoid errors, 
and as a result of this notice, many 
mistakes were cleared up. 


Often Great Variance. 


The registrars’ statement said there 
is often a great variance in the way 
given names appear on the voting 
lists and tax digests. “For instance, 
& man may give in his taxes as H. F. 
Smith and register as Frank Smith,” 
the statement said. “A married wom- 
an may register as Mrs. A. T. "id- 
wards and give in her taxes as Mrs. 
Mary Edwards. So the notice to the 
voter revealed this situation. 

“A large proportion of the letters 
so sent out to apparently delinquent 
voters were returned undelivered, the 
voter having moved away. There will 
probably be many errors uncorrected 
because of undelivered notices, but the 
board has done its best in this matter. 

“This is the first time the voting 
lists have been checked against the 
tax digests. Heretofore, the voting liste 
have been checked only against the 
tax fi. fas. unpaid in the. tax col- 
lector’s office. This time the lists have 


been chetked against both tax fi. fas. 
‘and tax digests, the double checking 
being more complete for the reason

U. 8S. WARNS 
CITIZENS TO GO. 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—(?)— 
Increased activity of bandits and com- 
munists in the provinces of Hupeh, 
Hunan, Honan and Kiangsi, today 
caused the American legation in Pei- 
ping to act for the second time this 
month to protect American citizens.

Since aeronautical experts hold 
nearly eyery lighter-than-air ship is 
obsolete by the time it flies, -develop- 
ment of the navy’s ZRS-4 may make 
the R-100 an out-dated craft. 

Besides being nearly one-third 
larger than the British dirigible, the 
American ship named the Akron, will 
incorporate half a dozen revolution- 
ary features designed to increase its 
effectiveness. Where the R-100 holds 
only 5,150,000 cubic feet of gas, the 
Akron will hold 6,500,000. - The Ak- 
‘ron will be 785 feet long as contrast- 
ed with the R-100's 709-foot length. 


The R-100 has a cruising radius 
of about 6,000 miles, but the Akron 
will be able to fly 10,580 without re- 
fueling. 

In the Akron, for the first time, 
there will be an airplane hangar, hous- 
ing five fast fighting pla <s for 
scouting or protective purposes. 

Because inflammable hydrogen is 
the lifting gas in the R-100, the Brit- 
ish dirigible’s motors must be hung 
outside the hull of the ship. Eight 
motors, with shafts running to pro- 
pellers outside, will be inside the hull 
of the helium-inflated Akron. Tigese 
propellers will have a swivel ar- 
rangement so they may be used to 
either push or pull, raise or lower

Devoted largely to queries of candi- 
dates’ reactions to proposed measures 
affecting Atlanta and Fulton county, 
the questionnaire also includes many 
inquiries on questions of statewide 
scope, such as maternity, juvenile, in- 
fant and illegitimacy statutes which 
already have in some instances been 
placed before the general assembly but 
upon which no final action has been 
obtained. 

“Will you support,” asks the ques- 
tionnaire, with reference to the pro- 
posed councilmanic elections amend- 
ment, “with a referendum to the peo- 
ple of Atlanta, an amendment to the 
charter of the city of Atlanta to pro- 
vide for the reduction of general coun- 
cil to a small one-chamber body, all 
the members to be voted on by the 
city at large?” 

Another subject on which candi- 
dates from this county are queried is 
that regarding the proposal to reduce 
the membership of the city board of 
education. all members of which would 
be elected by the city at large; while 
a third interrogation deals with the 
projected bill to provide for one cen- 
tral registration for all primaries and 
elections—city, county, state and na- 
tional, “which shall be permanent, 
simple, economical and with the least 
possibility of fraud.” 

Personal questions propounded in- 
clude the nature of the profession in 
which they are engaged; length of 
residence in Atlanta or Fulton coun- 
ty: their opinion‘as to their qualifi- 
cations for office and so forth. State 
measures pending or proposed toward 


which the office-seekers are asked to 


state their attitude include simplifica- 
tion of state government, the short 
ballot, reorganization of financial con- 
trol, tax reform, home rule for coun- 
ties and municipalities, the juvenile 
court, mothers’ aid, non-support and 
desertion and illegitimacy bills which 
are referred to as the “children’s bills” 
and which in 1927 passed the state 
senate and were favorably neneiee on 
by the house committee to which the 
were referred, but which were crowd- 
ed out of the house calendar during 
the last few days.

Perhaps the most tragic aspect of 
the steady decline in China’s for- 
tunes during the centuries since its 
heyday of power and glory, has been 
the disintegration in its people of 
those qualities which in the early 
ages made them the most cultured 
and forward-looking nation of the 
world. 

Now with China at the lowest ebb 
of its existence, only 4 per cent 
of its more than four hundred mil- 
lion people are literate. Poverty- 
stricken, famine and plague-swept, 
the great mass of the people are liv- 
ing in conditions of dumb ‘suffer- 
ing, seemingly incapable of res- 
cuing themselves from their misery. 

It had been hoped that with the 
foundation of the so-called demo-, 
cratic form of government, based 
upon the principles enunciated by 
the late Sun Yat Sen, a new era of 
progressive development would 
dawn. Instead the country under 
the Kuomintang regime has seen the 
few modern developments instituted 
by the royalist regime go steadily 
to rack and ruin, with nothing ac- 
complished looking to the educa- 
tion or physical well being of the 
people. It would appear that the 
so-called “tutelage period” has been 
entirely barren of results.

SURGICAL DIATHERMY NOW 
ACCEPTED IN SPOTS. 


Diathermy extirpation of the tonsils 
is now being completed in three or 
four seances In many cases, treatments 


given at intervals of a week or so. 
This brings the method nearly, if not 
quite, to parity with surgical tonsil- 
lectomy in the one feature which has 
kept surgical tonsillectomy in the run- 
ning—the time and attention the pa- 
tient must give to the treatment. 
Deploring my newspaper statements 
in behalf of the “electric” method of 
tonsil removal in a long harangue in 
the official organ of the Minnesota 
State Medical Association, the editor 
lays himself open to a gentle rebuke

My Minnesota colleagues, if any, 
will be disheartened to learn that this 
here now diathermy is accepted and 
used by the leaders in various branches 
of surgery, as an improvement over 
ordinary crude cutting pr ures. 

It requires more than a nifty 1928 
model of surgical guillotine or the lat- 
est wrinkle in steel wire snares to ex- 
tirpate tonsils with diathermy. It re- 
quires the training and experience of 
the ordinary nosé and throat special- 
ist, plus special technical equipment, 
plus special training in its use, and 
extraordinary patience and delicacy: 
in short, the tenderness of the artist, 
the true ee remap the real surgeon. 

_I still believe ordinary surgical ton- 
sillectomy at best is a rather brutal, 
crude and bungling performance. 

Of course diathermy extirpation will 
never become the routine method of 
the majority of the medical profession, 
for obvious reasons. Need I be more 
explicit? I shall if the boys do not 
bring their absurd campaign of passive 
resistance to an end. . The less sai 
about surgical tonsillectomy in the

Surgical diathermy is widely em- 
ployed in urology, in the cosmetic op- 
erations of dermatology, in the treat- 
ment of otherwise inoperable and re- 
curring cancer, in the removal of 
brain tumor and other brain opera- 
tions, and in goiter operations, by the 
foremost men in the profession.

LOCAL RETAIL TRADE 


SHOWS SHARP DECLINE 


The minus symbol in comparative 
statistics dealing with the trend of 
business during June in Atlanta and 
the rest of the southeast comprising 
the sixth federal reserve district fig- 
ured largely in the official monthly 
review of the Atlanta Federal Reserve 
bank, released today. 

Retail trade in this and other cities 
in the district, as well as wholesale 
transactions, were lower in virtually 
every instance than those recorded for 
the previous month, and an even 
greater degree of decline was noted 
for June this year as against the 
same month last year. 

In Atlanta, while the number ot 
building permits for this June was 
slightly larger than: those issued dur- 
ing June, 1929, the percentage change 
in total value of such activities was 
greatly below that for the same month 
in 1929. or 56:3 per cent decline. Dur- 
ing the month of June 282 permits 
were issued in Atlanta, representing 
‘a building activity valuation of $577.- 
200, as compared with June, 1929, 
when 258 permits were issued with 
a value of $1,319,838. 

Increase in July. 

Discounts of the federal reserve 
bank of Atlanta declined in June, the 
report sets forth, but increased some- 
what the first part of July, and loans 
of weekly reporting member banks in 
selected cities of the district were less 
on July 9 than for any other weekly 
report date in more than five years. 
Borrowings by those weekly reporting 
member banks, it is added, were lese 
than one-fourth as large on July 9 as 
at the same time a year ago. 
_Atlanta was not the only reporting 
city included in the report which rec- 
orded fallings off in retail, wholesale 
and building activities. The review 
says of the entire district: 

“Retail trade declined in June com- 
pared with preceding months and was 
at the lowest level recorded for June 
of any year since 1922. For the first 
half of 1930 department store sales 
in this district averaged 8.4 per cent 
less than during the same part of 
1929. The volume of wholesale trade 
in eight reporting lines combined was 
smaller in June than for any other 
month on record. Sales during the 
first half of the year have been 10.7 
per cent less than during the first 
six months of 1929. Collections in 
June in both retail and wholesale 
trade were less than in May or in 
June a year ago.” 

‘Drouth Hinders Farming. , 


Agriculture in this section of the 
country was adversely affected by 
the drouth, according to the report, 
which says in part: 

“The acreage in cotton in the six 
states of this district combined is 
about the same as for last year, ac- 
cording to the first cotton report of 
the season issued by the United States 
department of agriculture. The July 
estimates of corn, wheat, oats, hay, 
white potatoes, sugar and rice indi- 
cate smaller crops in this district than 
in 1929, but estimates of tobacco, 
peaches and apples indicate increases.” 

Figures given for retail trade com- 
parisons obtained from five depart- 
ment stores in Atlanta show that dur- 
ing June of this year net sales were 
14.5 per cent smaller than in May and 
9 per cent less than in June of last 


ear. 

Wholesale sales of groceries in At- 
lanta were 14.8 per cent smaller in 
June than in May; dry goods was 26.6 
per cent fewer for the same monthly 
comparison, while furniture sales 
were 11.2 per cent smaller:

John MacDonald, aging Baltimore 
waiter, today placed on the California.

famous Mooney-Billings bombing case 
is true. Ms 

The recanting witness, who came 
for the announced 
purpose of easing his conscience of 
previous testimony he now brands as 
untruthful, climaxed his appearance 
before the court by admitting he had 
told of being within 100 feet of the 
ney and had neither seen nor 

eard it. 


The bombing was that of the 1916 
Preparedness Day parade here which 
killed 10 persons and injured 40. . 


As cross-examination was conclud- 
el MacDonald admitted his identifi- 
cation of Thomas J. Mooney and War- 
ren K. Billings as their trials did not 
jibe with the facts. He was on the 
verge of collapse when excused by su- 
ebay court justices who quenthanad 

im in connection with an applicatior 
rs Billings for a pardon recommenda: 
ion. 

As court recessed, Chief Justice 
Waste announced Governor C. C€. 
Young would personally examine 
MacDonald either Saturday or Mon- 
day in connection with Mooney’s par- 
don application. The governor said he 
would be guided in the Mooney case 
by the supreme court reeommendation 
regarding Billings. He cannot act in 
the Billings case without a supreme 
court recommendation because of a 
prior conviction of Billings. 


Although excused, MacDonald was 
expected to be recalled after the tes- 
timony of Police Captain Charles 
Goff, whom MacDonald has accused 
of “goading” him to identify the pris- 
oners falsely. 

MacDonald, under examination by 
Charles Fickert, district attorney dur- 
ing the bombing trials, testified the 
prosecutor promised him a “big slice” 
of the $17,000 reward if he testified 
as directed. The waiter has aceused 
Fickert of “framing” Mooney and 
Billings. . 

During the examination the witness 
frequently contradicted his questioner. 
The contradictions included testimony 
as to when the Baltimore man first 
met the prosecutor. 

Fickert declared MacDonald met 
him for the first time the day the 
grand jury convened. 

“It was before that,’ MacDonald 
said firmly. 

“As a matter of fact, were you ever 
in my office before your grand jury 
appearance?” asked Fickert. 

“Yes, sir,” answered the witness, 
“eight or ten times. You remember 
that.” = 
“When did you first hear about the 
big slice of the $17,000 reward?’ 
Fieckert asked. 

“In your office,” MacDonald re- 
plied. 

Questioning then turned’ to the 
“power” MacDonald said Fickert‘exer- 
cised over him. Judge Preston as 
MacDonald if he still felt he was:in 
Fickert’s clutches. 

“T am,” the witness answered, “I

Mr. Baxter was a 
power in politics, civic movements 
and agriculture and took much in- 
terest in county affairs. 

In 1871, be married Miss Eunice 
Strickland, of the prominent Strick- 
land family of near Suwanee, she be- 
ing the tenth child of the late Henry 
Strickland.
